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Fur  animals  require  natural  habitats  in  which  to  live.  As  the  country  de- 
velops, more  and  more  of  these  habitats  are  boing  destroyed.   In  many  sections, 
however,  much  land  still  remains  that  is  capable  of  producing  large  crops  of 
fur,  if  the  animals  are  given  sufficient  protection  to  assure  maintenance  of 
an  adequate  breeding  stock. 

The  wars  in  Europe-  and  Asia  have  greatly  affected  the  American  fur  import 
and  c:3q)ort  business.  With  the  shipping  of  furs  practically,  if  not  entirely, 
stopped,  importations  are  bound  to  be  curtailed  for  a  long  time.   If  the  coming 
year  should  show  a  shortage  of  furs  from  foreign  countries,  the  American  market 
vnll  bo  more  and  more  dependent  upon  local  production.  Many  persons  formerly 
engaged  in  trapping  in  foreign  countries  had  to  abandon  the  pursuit  v/hon  called 
into  military  service.   If  the  demand  for  furs  in  the  United  States  continues, 
than,  unless  protective  measures  prevent,  a  larger  number  of   fur  animals  will  bo 
trapped  to  meet  that  dem^and.   In  view  of  the  already  precarious  condition  of  many 
fur  species  trapping  must  bo  limited  and  shorter  seasons  promulgated  to  maintain 
the  supply.   The  conservation  of  fur  animals,  therefore,  should  be  given  as  much 
consideration  as  that  of  any  other  natural  resource. 

The  people  of  this  country  are  entitled  to  know  how  much  of  their  natural 
wealth  in  the  form  of  fur  is  harvested  each  year.   The  administration  of  fish  and 
game  may  rest  with  either  the  State  or  the  Federal  go^'crruiients,  but  fur  animals  are 
generally  recognized  as  the  property  of  the  individua#l  States.   The  naintonanco  of 
the  fur  supply,  therefore,  must  be  brought  about  by  the  enactment  and  enforcement 
of  State  laws . 

One  of  the  most  importsoit  fc:.turos  of  present-day  legislation  on  fur  w^nimals 
is' that  requiring  trappers  to  make  annual  reports  on  the  number  of  o^xh  species 
taken.   The  trapping  license,  aside  from  its  revenue-producing  possibilities, 
affords  the  best  muL.ns  for  the  registration  of  tn-ppors.   Its  rencv/al  from  year 
to  year  should  be  conditioned,  therefore,  upon  the  filing  of  satisfactory  returns 
on  the  catch  of  the  previous  scf.son.   The  data  to  be  obtained  from  such  reports 
would  provide  the  r.u.terial  for  a  factual  survey  of  the  annual  take  and  of  its  re- 
lation to  the  breeding  supply  or,  as  it  may  bo  considered,  the  capital  stock.  It 
is  on  those  surveys  that  protective  measures  sliould  bo  based. 


The  inf oriar.tion  regarding  the  mairibors  and  the  origin  of  various  animals 
trappdd  annur.ll^,-  in  the  United  Str.tes  is  moagor.   Lack  of  authentic  data  in  this 
conscrvr?.tion  field  prevents  any  intelligent  cstiinato  of  the  annual  take  of  furs.' 
Moreover,  no  estimate  can  be  m^de  of  the  nuriber  of  domestic  f ui  s  Liarketed  annu- 
ally. 

For  several  years  the  Section  of  Fur  Resources  has  been  assembling  data  on 
the  annual  production  of  furs  in  the  United  States  from  figures  or  cctiraates  of 
the  annual  catch  received  from  the  v...rious  State  game  commissions  and  from  other 
sources.   This  cooperation  has  been  much  appreciated  and  since  the  Bureau  of 
Biologic-.l  Survey  and  the  Bureau  of  Fisheries  arc  now  merged  into  one  Servic.-;, 
it  is  vitally  n'xessary  to  continue  and  expand  this  cooperativo  effort  in  the 
interests  of  conserving  fur,  fish,  and  gcjue.   Mot  all  StV.tes  require  trappers 
to  make  annuL.l  roportr;  on  furs  taken,  but  from  those  that  do  some  definite  in- 
forme'.tion  has  been  obtained.   Not  until  every  St^.te  inaugurates  some  systeEi  re- 
quiring such  reports,  and  strictly  carri^'s  it  into  effect,  will  it  bo  possible 
to  estimate  either  the  total  annual  catch,  or  the  aggregate  value  of  this  national 
resource. 

REPORTS  BY  STATES 

The  tabulations  here  given  for  individual  States  are  not  to  be  considered 
as  full  reports  on  all  the  fur  aiiimalE  tr.ken  within  their  b.crdc,>rs.  "V/hen  no  later 
data  were  availabln,  the  figures  for  some  States  are  the  s-^me  as  those  given  in 
last  year's  "Survey  of  the  Annual  Fur  Catch  of  thu  United  States"  Leaflet 
BS-140),   Though  many  St;..tes  require  tr.ppers  to  furnish  amraal  reports,  there 
are  fevj-  instance's  virhere  a  very  high  return  is  ebt...ined.   In  various  cases,  tv\ro 
or  more  species  are  grouped,  as  red  and  gray  foxes  listed  as  foxes,  or  coyotes 
and  v/olves  listed  as  coyotes.   Sem..:  States  require  r'-perts  on  only  one  or  two 
species,  and  in  many  cases  persons  trapping  on  their  evn:!  lands,  and  boys  under 
a  certain  age,  are  not  required  to  obtain  lic-;nses  and  therrforc  do  not  make 
reports.   In  some  States  that  require  reports  from  trappers  the  regulations  are 
not  over^Tivhere  strictly  cnfurc^;d.   B^jcauce  of  these  conditions,  the  inf orraation 
on  the  number  of   fur  animals  taken  in  the  varieus  States  is  scanty  and  in  some 
cases  not  fully  dependable.   Unless  othervkasc  stated,  trappers  are  required  by 
lav/  to  report  their  annual  catch,  and  the  figures  given  are  for  fiscal  years.
